Candidates face 
questions in debate

WILMINGTON - On Monday 
evening, WCTV hosted its annual 
televised debate for selectmen can: 
didates seeking the two vacantseats 
in the upcoming election. Members 
of the local press were on hand to 
ask the candidates their positions 
on a wide-range of topics currently 
facing the community during the 
debate’s first segment. 

Daniel Wandell and James 
Rooney are the two incumbents 
bidding to retain their seats. Chal- 
lenging them are Charles Fiore, 
Mark Nelson, and A. Mark Zinan. 

When asked if the candidates 
felt if the recent explanation by 
Reading Municipal Light Depart- 
ment officials as to why they have 
decided to continue with a costly 
litigation process at the expense of 
local ratepayers was sufficient, all 
agreed that the move was unfair 
and could hardly be justified 

“I think that the employees (be- 
ing represented in the appeals) 
should not have had the company 
pay for their legal fees,” said Zinan. 
“RMLD’s rates are already high...I 
think this is an example of where 
our money should not go.” 

Rooney responded by saying that 
he initially brought the issue to the 
attention of the board and town 
manager and was not pleased with 
the light department’s reasoning. 

“The explanation I got from them 
certainly wasn’t satisfactory for me. 
And to the people I’ve talked to out 
on the streets, it’s certainly not 
satisfactory for them,” saidRooney, 
adding that he would like to find a 
way to give the local board which 
represents the RMLD communities 
more teeth in overseeing such deci- 
sions. 


“This might be legally correct 
for Mr. Rucker (RMLD General 
Manager) and them to do this, but 
it’s certainly morally wrong to 


spend the ratepayers’ money inthis 
manner,” replied Wandell, calling 
the explanation “bogus.” 

Wandell also disagreed with 
RMLD Chairman Philip Pacino's 
assertion that by winning the ap- 
peals, more applicants would be- 
come interested in working for the 
department. 

“They have the right to collec- 
tive bargain,” said Fiore, in agree- 
ment with Wandell, “but that’s from 
their own money without using 
ratepayers (money).” 

Nelson said, “I believe it’s a situ- 
ation that couldn’t have been 
avoided and that Mr. Rucker and 
his associates have taken advan- 
tage of the situation.” 

Nelson also suggested that some 
sort of satisfactory resolution should 
be sought out. 

On the question of how to rem- 
edy the dilemma of the burden- 
some North East Solid Waste Com- 
mittee contract, which the town is 
currently bound to until 2005, Fiore 
suggested that a legal loophole may 
be found, rather than just walking 
out of the existing agreement. 

“We have to pursue some sort of 
avenue where the federal govern- 
ment and the state will alleviate 
some of the problems as far as the 
money goes,” added Fiore, citing 
the condition that the NESWC com- 
munities pay the entire cost of the 
$43 million state-mandated retrofit 
of the North Andover incinerator. 

“It’s a lose, lose situation for the 
town of Wilmington,” replied 
Nelson. “It’s been a huge ball and 
chain around our ankles for some 
time now.” 

Nelson concluded that the town 
will most likely have to ride out the 
remainder of the contract, adding 
that legislative intervention was 
what got the communities into the 
bind initially: 

“If the legislators had been do- 


ing their jobs to begin with, we 
wouldn’t be in this situation now,” 
he said. 

Zinan also agreed that the most 
viable option would be to remain in 
the current contract. 

“It certainly appears that were 
going to have to eat the contract 
until the year 2005,” said Zinan. 

Although Rooney said that the 
NESWC contract appears to be 
impenetrable, he also said that the 
town was fortunate to have Town 
Manager Michael Caira and local 
legislators so involved in trying to 
develop a solution to the problem. 

Wandell replied by saying that 
there are several options for the 23 
communities involved, “but it 
doesn’t seem like we’re going to be 
able to accomplish our goal of get- 
ting out of it by 2005.”

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WILMINGTON - A few years back when Wilmington up- 
dated its sign bylaw to allow political signs, some of the local 
luminaries included restrictions as to the size and number of 
political signs that anyone could display in their yard. And 
thus, what should be an expression of democracy has become 
arather comical exercise in which bean counters with badges 
running around town citing illegal signs. 

Could anything be more ridiculous? Is this America? Hasn't 
anyone ever heard of the First Amendment? 

First of all, we're talking about people participating in 
democracy, which is the foundation for all that is great about 
this country. And on top of that, we're dealing with the right 
of self-expression, a right that is guaranteed in the First 
Amendment. People literally die for this, not only in history 
books, but every day in many countries around the world. 

If Larry Flynt can publish his magazines and run strip 
clubs under the umbrella of the First Amendment, then 
candidates for office ought to realize they can put up signs. All 
they need to do is stand their ground. It would make a great 
court case. If you're a candidate looking for a little publicity, 
here’s a good strategy. Stand up for your rights and fight it in 
court. In the publicity arena, though, you probably wouldn't 
get all that far, since it wouldn’t take the Supreme Court to 
figure this one out. You'd win at the district court level, and 
on each and every appeal, if any were filed. 

And for the average resident of Wilmington, seriously, how 
important is it to regulate political signs? Is this the highest 
and best function of town government? Exactly what is the 
rationale for restricting the number of signs a person may put 
in their yard? All right, some bozos will plaster their homes 
with them. So what? Who’s being hurt by this, really? As long 
as they don’t block the view of drivers at a corner, there’s 
nothing wrong with a few political signs. 

If anything, they might alert some townspeople to the fact 
that there’s an election coming up. There are actually a few 
people (not many, we hope) who don’t read the local newspa- 
per. They could be driving to and from work every day, never 
realizing there was an election, if it weren’t for the signs.

recycling getting C’s & B’s | 


BOSTON - According to an Envi- 
ronmental Affairs Annual Recycling 
Report Card released recently by 
Secretary Trudy Coxe of the De- 
partment of Environmental and 
Protection Commissioner David B. 
Struhs, Wilmington and Tewksbury 
both earned passing grades for 1997. 

Both towns reportedly “held their 
own,” compared with the grades 
earned the previous year. Wilming- 
ton, with 20 percent recycling, 
earned a B while Tewksbury, recy- 
cling 16 percent, earned a C, plac- 
ing both towns in the “passing lane,” 
but leaving room for improvement. 

The report grades communities 
throughout Massachusetts on their 
recycling efforts- encouraging com- 
munities with poor grades to im- 
prove their scores. 

“We are recognizing those cities 
and towns that have done well and 
telling citizens and community lead- 
ers where their programs stand 
compared to the rest of the state,” 
said Coxe. 

This year’s report cardshowed a 
record number of communities 
earning an “A” grade - 180 in total - 
meaning they recycled more than 
30 percent of their waste. However, 
the report card shows a drop in the 
number of Bs from last year. 

Coxe and Struhs also announced 
$3.6 million to help communities 
boost recycling programs, with $2.2 
million for the Municipal Recycling 
Incentive Program (MRIP )and$1.4 
million for equipment grants. 

“We have more than doubled the 
amount of money the Cellucci ad- 
ministration spent last year for 
municipal recycling programs,” 
said Struths. “These grants will al- 
low the communities to expand their 
recycling programs and provide 
easier access to recycling for their 
residents. As those programs ex- 
pand, we hope every individual and 
business will take advantage and 
make the effort not only to recycle 
their trash, but buy more goods 
made from recycled products.” 

The purpose of the MRIP grants 
is to challenge eligible municipali- 
ties to recycle more and to buy 
more recycled products - offering a 
cash incentive for each ton the cit- 
ies and towns recycle.

Bomb scare cuts 
meeting short

WILMINGTON-Theschool com- 
mittee meeting was canceled after 
only 20 minutes because of a bomb 
scare at the high school Wednes- 
day, March 25. 

The committee was gathered in 
the school’s library and had just 
started watching a video on the 
Massachusetts Comprehensive As- 
sessment System when Board Chair- 
person Barbara Breakey announced 
that the fire department asked for 
everyone to evacuate the building 
because of an “electrical prob- 
lem.”

out the town, “We are making extra 
checks,” Budryk said. “All schools 
were contacted and instructed to 
inform the students about the re- 
cent episodes.”

Because Silver Lake borders so 
close to Tewksbury, and thismoney 
was just going to be used in the 
confines of Wilmington, I think that 
accepting the money stands a good 
chance of limiting our control over 
the lake in so many ways,” Rooney 
said. 

“I think that the lake is a great 
resource,” said Fiore. “The best 
that we can do now is to take this 
money to help keep it clean and to 
help control it and maintain it in a 
proper manner.” 

Wandellsaid that he doesn’t think 
that outside communities will have 
an impact on the lake since there is 
limited parking available. 

“I think everything is positive 
for the lake right now,” he said, 
adding that the regular mainte- 
nance and addition of a handicap, 
accessible fishing pier will keep it 
desirable. 

“Silver Lake has unlimited po- 
tential,” said Nelson, who suggested 
that the private funding be sought 
for upgrading the area. “The town 
should encourage more private 
groups or large businesses in town.” 

Nelson added that he would like 
to see ballfields, parks, or a recre- 
ational center developed on some 
of the surrounding land 

Zinan responded by encourag- 
ing residents to remain interested 
in preserving the lake. 

“I can only say that it was a 
great thing that Wilmington resi- 
dents and officials got together to 
get these grants. I hope people keep 
trying and looking for ways to get 
money tohelp protect the resources 
we have in our town,” said Zinan. 

In the final segment of the de- 
bate, candidates were allowed to 
make their closing statements. 

“We have a new safety building. 
We have a new school going in 
progress,” said Rooney, citingsome 
of the projects which have devel- 
oped during his current term. “I 
also believe that the Route 38 sewer: 
project will have a big impact on 
the town.” 

Wandell said that he would also 
like to see the projects through, as 
well as to “make Wilmington af- 
fordable to all.” 

Fiore said, “We have to see 
what's ahead of us, along with what 
we are currently doing now, so that 
we stay in control (of spending),” 

Nelson described the current 
Board of Selectmen as “spend) 
spend, spend, tax, tax, tax,” and 
said that he would like to put some 
control on town spending.

“The catalyst for the discus- 
sion was the storm of Dec. 23, 
which resulted in massive traf- 
fic problems throughout 
Burlington.

were taught as part of other 
courses in the former academ- 
ies. 

Pires said, “We emphasize 
through the new curriculum, 
Community Policing. That is 
why the breakdown of classes. 

She added, “We train for 
them to go out and work in the 
community. We are trying to get 
rid of the us against them per- 
ception.” 

Pires said that the Reading 
Academy is one of four full-time 
academy sites located through- 
ont the state that come under 
the funding of the Massachu- 
setts Criminal Justice Training 
Council (MCJTC). It is also the 
first academy to be run under 
the new 20-week curriculum that 
was developed late last year. 

“This is my first experience 
with the new curriculum,” Pires 
said. 

She first came to work in 1990 
as the director of the recruit 
academy at Topsfield. 

“There were 12 weeks of 
training when I first started,” 
Pires said. It slowly crept up to 
14 weeks, 16 weeks and then 18 
Weeks.” 

As with all of the increases of 
the time in the academy, this 
latest was based on curriculum 
changes that were needed to 
meet the changing facets of 
police work. 

Another facet of the change 
is that the curriculum is more 
structured and in some ways 
offers more support for the stu- 
dent officers. 

Pires explained that in the 
past what the officers were 
taught depended on who the 
instructors were and what they 
‘were prepared to teach. 

Now the instructors have to 
be certified to teach and are 
provided with a module so that 
the training is more standard- 
ized. 

“How the module is taught is 
still up to the instructor,” Pires 
said. “However, the training is 
more uniform and the instruc- 
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tors are on the same page.” 

This class is also being 
trained in two new sections 
Gang Investigation and 
‘.cervention and Setting 

riorities. Another new area is 
sexual Harassment, although in 
the past this was part of the 
ethics course. 

A course in Youth Violence 
has been added to the Juvenile 
Issues course. 

Several courses have increas- 
ed hours of study under the new 
curriculum. Domestic Violence 
used to take only eight hours of 
training. Officers coming out of 
this class will have 20 hours of 
training in domestic violence 
case handling. 

A course on Integrity used to 
only require nine hours it has 
been increased to 24-hours of 
training time. 

Pires said that the Academy 
started with 56 students. 
However, one student left volun- 
tarily. 

She expects that at least one 
student will leave because of a 
discipline problem and possibly 
another will leave because of 
academics. 

Although Pires notes that the 
academic reason would be a 
hard one to find as the academy 
stresses helping the student offi- 
cers with their studies, 

“Now that we encourage 
study groups,” Pires said, “you 
don’t see the academic prob- 
lems.” 

She added that in the previ- 
ous academies it was almost an 
every person for themselves 
atmosphere.” 

The student officers also do 
not have the pressure of needing 
to match the most athletically 
able person in the class, Pires 
explained. 

Under the state guidelines 
the state’s Department of 
Human Resources administers a 
physical ability test (PAT) that 
is more task oriented. 

Pires said that some of the 
students are not in as «>0d phys- 
Police to S-7 
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ical shape when they enter the 
academy as others are. 

“We break them down to their 
ability group by age or fitness,” 
she said. 

According to Pires, this typ- 
ing of the students works to pre- 
vent physical injuries and other 
problems. 

“They feel better because 
they are not competing against 
a person who is running the 
marathon,” Pires explairied. 

The idea is to bring the stu- 
dents along until they are in 
good shape and teach them 
nutritional and other health 
habits that will keep them in 
good shape while they are on 
the job. 

However, to back this theory 
up, Pires said that in two years 
the Human Resources 
Department will require that the 
officers be retested on their 
physical ability. 

The 55 students in the 
Academy come from far reach- 
ing communities such as 
Gloucester, Swampscott, 
Marblehead, and elsewhere on 
the North Shore. The class also 
includes John LeBlanc of the 
North Reading Police 
Department, Joseph Belmonte, 
Jr. and Alan Perkins who have 
been chosen from the Civil 
Service list for the Reading 
department and Brian Pupa and 
John Tully who will be part of 
the Wilmington Police when 
they graduate. 

Reading Police Chief Edward 
Marchand holds high expecta- 
tions for his two future officers. 

“They have both been in the 
military,” Marchand said. 

He noted that Belmonte and 
Perkins were submitted to 
extensive interviews from the 
Town Manager, Marchand and 
their supervising officers. 

The two officers will be 
replacing Officer David 
Richards who left in the Fall 
and Hobart Nelson who retired. 

Marchand likes the idea of 
having an academy so close not- 
ing that in the past new officers 
and those being sent for in-ser- 
vice training had to travel to 
places such as Framingham, 
Tewksbury and Canton. 

In Wilmington Deputy Chief 
Bernard Nally said of his two 
student officers “They have been 
at it for about one month and 
things seem to be going well.” 

Commenting on the new cur- 
riculum Deputy Chief Nally 
said, “We will be waiting to see 
if their is much difference.” 

Tully and Pupa will be join- 
ing the force in a combination of 
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The Bates College baseball 
team, which finished the 1997 
campaign with a 7-14 record, 
has a few local names sprinkled 
on its roster.

School (TMHS) has found a new 
way to get students motivated to 
do well in school - the 
Renaissance program,” notes 
the “Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The program-which gives 
incentives for students to excel 
in academics, was brought to 
TMHS by Principal William 
McGuirk. It had been used at 
Groton-Dunstable Regional High 
School, Mr. McGuirk’s former 
school, where it showed an 
increase in students’ academic 
performance. 

“There are several incentives 
the students can work for, both 
short term (red and blue cards) 
and long term (gold and silver 
cards), 

“Each month teachers can 
nominate a student they feel has 
shown a considerable amount of 
effort, cooperation, and 
improvement in a particular 
class. The reward is a red or 
blue card. There are several 
privileges the student may 
choose from when they receive 
a card. They may eliminate one 
tardy from their record so they 
may be eligible later on for a 
gold or silver card; they may eat 
lunch with a friend in the high 
school courtyard, weather per- 
mitting; they may use the card 
as a pass without having to ask 
the teacher for one; they may 
receive one free snack item 
from the cafeteria or a break- 
fast item from the school store; 
or they may choose one free, 
selected product from the school 
store. 

“Gold cards are given out 
four times a year, at each report 
card, (Silver cards will not be 
implemented into the program 
until next year.) There are cer- 
tain goals a student must 
achieve in order to receive a 
gold or silver card....” 


"Screws starting 
to turn’ in 
Woburn 


“The screws are starting to 
turn on the city’s-especially the 
schools’-continued lack of com- 
pliance with handicapped acces- 
sibility requirements,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.”

“Upon the recommendation 
of the Resource Utilization 
Subcommittee, the School 
Committee noted during its bud- 
get discussions Wednesday that 
a figure of $70,000 is in the bud- 
get for ADA renovations, with 
the Joyce Middle School, and 
lifts at the high school first in 
line, and voted to include 
$150,000 to fund the RFP 
(request for proposals) for a 
long delayed architectural 
school facilities study. 

“The latter will include iden- 
tification of all necessary 
repairs and renovations under 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act (ADA) guidelines.”
